It is point- 
ed out as likely that General Chaffe-s, 
acting in coirsjuan;e wuh the other 
toniniaiiders, diV ilci nis for.e, ivaviii^ 
the Ninili infantiy and the niaiiin - 
Without the walla cI the city to act a.-> 
a rear guard to prevent the e;>sape u: 
Chinese troop.s by ether gites than 
these through whicli the allies tn.^red, 
or l.ir some other ex-'tUent le.aon. 
Only two battalions of the Fourteenth 
regiment are with 0«>neral Chiftue. 
They ci)inpri-e .'bout SdO men. This 
would indicate that only about o.ie- 
third of General Chaffee's force actu- 
ally had entered the city at the time 
he sent his dispatPh. The fact tha> 
only eight of the Amerir m force wa- 
wotinded, noae being Iciiled, its regard 
ed as notably fortunate. 

The startling feature of Remey's des- 
patch is that flg.'iting within the city 
of Peking w:'.s contiiHiir-;g. The Inner, 
or, ^8 it is popularly known, the For- 
bidden City, evidently bad not been 
taken. It is surrounded by a massive 
wall of solid masonry more than 20 
feet high, and it l.-i not regirdcd as sur- 
prising that the Chinese bbouid make 
their final stand within Its shadow .< 
Prior to the receipt of the dispatch it 
was acceptet' generally as a fact that 
the dowager empress, in company with 
the emptror and a large suite, had left 
Peking. While nothing ia said in Ad- 
miral Remey's adviree ad to the where- 
abouts of the emperor, it Is deenu d 
scarcely probable that he left the city 
without the empress dowager. Some 
doubt of the accuracy of the informa- 
tion received by Admiral Remey U 
txpressed, particularly as the Chinese 
mlBlater, Mr. Wu, is very positivti 
that the emperor, empress dowager 
iiiul the entire Chinene court left Pe- 
king before the arrival at the gaitd 
o( tbe allies. 

While no surprise was evinced at the 
statement of Admiral Remey that the 
inner city was being Ijombarded. soiii>' 
concern was expre-.sed lest the final 
stand of the Chinese troops within 
what they r-gard as most sacred pre- 
fects should prove a very teuuus ai 
fair. Pekin't comprises pos.:.iMy f^/tir 
eitles in ono. In extent of area it i.~ 
about the !-!ze of New York city. Th/: 
four segments of it are the Chines' 
city, the Tartar city, the Imperial cit> 
and the Forbidden city.

Remey's dispatch, and is the residence 
of the emperor and the site of the im- 
perial coTlrt. .Nobody is all.;we(l with- 
in its massive wails, except by special 
permission of the emperor or empresr 
dowager 

The ))ie.-;uinption here ia that the 
next move will be an agreement f'lr 
an armistice. This may be undertaken 
by the commanders of the Chinese 
army and tha«e of the allies on thr 
spot where the tlghtiiig apixar.s ntill 
to bi' in progress. This acconipli.shed, 
^he question of the withdrawal of the 
!lDreign armies, the payment of Indem- 
aities and many other problems may 
be left to the commissions duly ap- 
poinVd to adjudicate them. Li Hung 
Chang has already been appointed a 
sirnipofentlary by his government tfl 
negotl.ite term3 of pence, ami In thl.'j 
capacity h • made an in'MTi'i tnai :'t- 
tempt to stop the proxie s t,< the alli .■ 
in their march on Pekiua.

Not one looked at 
the man whose fate they had decided. 
When the Judge asked if they had arrived 
at a verdict several no<lded assent.

Can Wilhdravt Bid in Case of Krror. 
A very important decision waa given re- 
cently by the Supreme Court of the Fni- 
ted States in a case where a mistake had 
been made in an eatimato. The charter 
of the City of Boeheater, N. Y., provtdea 
that no bidder for public work shall have 
the right to withdraw or cancel his bid 
before the contract is awarded. The 
Moffet-Hodgins dc Clarke Company sub* 
mitted a bid for the construction of 
water works ; but, after the bid was 
handed in, discovered that an error bad 
been made in filling out the blanks, so 
that its bid was about sixty-four thoua- 
and dollars leas than it bad intended. 

As the charter precluded the direct 
withdrawal of the bid. the company ap- 
ealed to the United Statos Court, which 
granted a decree, declaring the bid to be 
rescinded. The case waa carried to the 

I'nited States Court of Appeals, which 
reversed the deci.sion, and waa then ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, which has 
now nnanimonaly affirmed the original 

decision.
